WASHINGTON—Approximately 16,400 Army EM will 
be given temporary promotions in May, a lusty increase of 
5000 over this month and the greatest number of new stripes 


to be -handed out this calendar 


year. 





That promotion quota announced 
by the Army this week was in con- 
trast to 11,047 this month, 8154 
in March, 14,603 in February ‘and 
12,300 in January. 

Some 68 MOSs in one grade or 
another will be “frozen” for pro- 
motion purposes in May—17 across 
the board. Although. the number 
of “frozen” MOSs represent - a 
slight increase over this month, 
the number of personnel affected 
remains about the same. 


It was noteworthy also that only 
17 MOSs out of more than 400 in 
the Army were “frozen” for pro- 
motion purposes in the career 
grades of E-5, E-6 and E-7. The 
other MOSs “frozen” merely keep 
bouncing in and out of the twi- 
light zones of overstrength—that 
is, that while promotions may be 
frozen one month they may open 
up the next month. 

The promotion quotas for May 
follow: 


To E-9 330 
To E-8 636 
To E-7 225 
To E-6 200 
To E-5 2477 
To E-4 12,559 


By grade, 70 more E-9s will be 
made in May compared to this 
month, 60 more E-8s; 40 more E-7s, 
30 more E-6s, 340 more E-5s and 
3840 more E-4s. 

It was apparent from the figures 
that the promotion pinch was still 
on in grades E-7, and E-6, but this 
was expected to ease as mOre men 
are promoted to E-8 and E-9 and 
as the middle and supergrades hit 
attrition due to the World War II 
retirement hump.

Influence Peddling,

But a stranger 
might have thought he was at a meeting of a poets’ union. Hebert is 
widely known as a tough and impatient investigator. Obviously, we 
have paid insufficient attention to him as a literary stylist. 


Hebert started out this way: 


Of course, I am devoted to the chairman (Vinson). He has 
taught me many tricks which I will try to use on him in this 
debate. I can only say to him in the words of Shakespeare, “You 
teach me, I teach you and I will be the better instructor.” 

A few minutes later, admonishing the Armed Services committee 
for changing its mind too often, he came up with this: 

I must again go to the Bard of Avon to gay that the committee 
is perhaps in the position where the advice Hamlet gave his 
mother applies: ‘Confess yourself to heaven, repent what is past, 


avoid what is to come.’ 


This is pretty heady wine, but the gentleman from New Orleans— 
the city that also produced Lafcadio Hearn—was only warming up. 


A short time later he reached this: 


I do not expect my distinguished chairman to be as constant 


as the Northern Star. That would be asking too much. 


I know 


that. But if he would only be as constant as the changing tides, 


I could at least predict them. 


Then Rep. Katherine St. George got the floor. She was not to be 
out-quoted. Her Shakespeare primer firmly in hand, she announced: 
This bill should be renamed. Whether it is going to be called 
the Hebert bill or the Kilday bill, I submit to you, Mr. Chairman, 
it should be considered and named the Caesar’s Wife’s bill because 
this bill is all about an aura of suspicion. As far as I know, the 
only individual who was ever supposed to be above suspicion was 
Caesar’s wife, and it would be extremely difficult for any gentle- 
man, including the top brass, to qualify for that definition. 
Well, it seems to me it’s time somebody investigated all this 
literary influence peddling. For all I know, Hebert may be a shill

Advance Trailer Pay Turned Down 


The Comptroller General has denied the Navy the right to advance 
trailer allowance payments. 

The Navy wanted to amend the Joint Travel Regulations to allow 
the advance pay because many men experience “considerable difficulty 
in raising the money to pay for the travel haul.” 

But the Comptroller said, in decision B-141426, that the services 
can advance money only for a man’s personal travel. This “does not 
extend to the additional travel and transportation allowance, includ- 
ing trailer allowances,” provided by law. 


Civilian Worker Chiefs Meet 


Army civilian personnel directors—the men who are responsible 
for programs dealing with recruitment, pay, motivation, training and 
discipline of some 487,000 employees working at Army installations 
around the globe—will meet at the Pentagon next month for their 
annual conference. 

Directors from the technical services and more than 30 CONUS 
and oversea commands will attend the conference from 2 through 
6 May. 

One of the major problems confronting these officials is the great 
increase in civilian labor costs over the past 10 years. Reduction of 
these costs and streamlining of other personnel procedures will 
have top priority on the conference agenda. 

Guest speakers will include Secretary of the Army Wilber M. 
Brucker; Mrs. Barbara Bates Gunderson, commissioner of the Civil 
Service Commission; and Under Secretary of Labor James T. O’Con- 
nell. Gen. George H. Decker, vice-chief of staff, is a tentative speaker. 








Aviator Rating Rules Eased 


The Army this week eased requirements for the award of senior 
and master aviation ratings to active Army, Army Reserve, and Army 
National Guard pilots. 

The new policy now requires aviators to be on rated status instead 
of on flying status for a minimum of seven years—four of which must 
have been on active duty—to be eligible for the senior Army aviator 
award, 

For the master Army aviator award, the regulation requires pilots 
to be on current flying status and have been a rated Senior Army 
aviator fora minimum of eight years. 


Signal Corps Uses New Technique 


The Army Signal Corps has perfected a computer technique for 
calculating swiftly the maximum usable frequency (MUF) and the 
lowest useful high frequency (LUF) for any radio skywave path, the 
office of the Chief Signal Officer announced this week. 

This objective in computer application has been under examina- 
tion for some time, but solution was complicated by the numerous 
propagational variations which had to be considered. The technique, 
applicable to large scale general computers, represents a new step in 
computer application not previously attained. 

Developed by the Army Radio Propagation Agency at Fort Mon- 
mouth, N.J., the new procedure reduces the time needed to determine 
this radio propagation data to approximately four minutes. The stand- 
ard mathematical calculations to obtain the same information takes 
three hours to perform manually. Moreover, the machine method pro- 
duces results with greater accuracy. 





Epidemiological Board Chief Named 


Dr. Gustave J. Dammin, professor of pathology, Harvard Medical 
School, has been elected president of the tri-service Armed Forces 
Epidemiological Board, the Army Surgeon General’s Office announced 
this week. 

Dr. Dammin served in the Army during World War II, winning 
the Legion of Merit. He is a colonel in the Army Reserve. 





Manpower Pool Expanding 


America’s manpower pool is growing steadily as the bumper 
crop of World War II babies reach draft age, Selective Service 
System officials told Congress recently. 

There were 1.3 million men registered with Selective Service in 
1959. The figure will reach 1.5 million in 1961 and will reach its peak 
of 2.1 million men in 1965. After that the figure will drop slightly 
below two million. 

This is total registered. Draft calls, which are set by the services, 
are running about 6000 a month. 


VA Opposes ‘Veterans Courts’

More Than 106 Million Visit

WASHINGTON — Attendance at 
recreational areas of water resource 
projects of the Corps of Engineers

This compared with an attend- 
ance of 94 million in 1958 and near- 
ly 85 million in 1957. In 1950 the 
attendance was only 16 million. 

Thirty-two projects had an at- 
tendance exceeding one million 
each. Lake Texoma, on the Red

with the largest individual at- 
tendance, 6,736,000. Running a 


close second was the Upper Mis- 
sissippi navigation project with 
6,656,300.

The 
projects are basically for flood 
control, navigation, or multiple- 
purpose uses including power 
generation, water supply, pollu- 
tion abatement, recreation and 
related benefits. 

Recreational areas developed as 
an incidential result of the proj- 
ects have provided a tremendous 
public use resource, which has been 
eagerly seized upon by the Amer- 
jican people.

waeenittee which has been studying the mili- 


targ airlift needs of the country was ex- 
pected this week to receive full reports on the 
airlift aspects of Exercise Big Slam/Puerto 
Pine. From its discussions of that maneuver 
gaay result very necessary improvement in 
the Army’s ability to respond quickly to 
threats of limited war. 

Based on facts already known about the 
strains imposed on military aircraft of 
MATS and the Tactical Air Command in 
flying 20,000 soldiers and 11,000 tons of 
supplies to Puerto Rico last month, it may 
be supposed that the need for great improve- 
ment is obvious to all. In order to accomplish 
its mission, the Air Force .was compelled to 
save weight by sending fuel for the planes 
to Puerto Rico by sea. Troops were not al- 
lowed to carry ammunition, Only one-third of 
the troops’ supply needs were airlifted. When 
it is also recalled that during the Lebanon 
crisis 25 supply ships were needed to back 
up one airborne battle group of about 2000 
men, it would appear obvious that the Air 
Force is ill-prepared to provide for an air- 
lift effort of respectable strength at good 
speed, 

But there is no doubt that the Army is 
going to get an argument on that score dur- 
ing the hearings before the House subcom- 
mittee. Trouble is that the Defense Depart- 
ment thinks the Army is asking for too much 
in wanting enough airlift to move a division 
of about 12,000 men to any spot in the world 
in seven days. (Two divisions would be 
preferable, the Army says). MATS insists 
that is impossible; it would take over 15 days 
to move such a force 5000 miles—and then 
only if the troops were landed at friendly air 
bases. If all MATS and TAC aircraft were 
used, this time could be reduced by a day. 
And if a couple of hundred civilian planes 
could be pressed into service, the elapses time 
might be brought down to nine days. 

The argument in opposition to the Army’s 
viewpoint thus goes like this: Don’t try to 
move masses of troops and equipment by 
air. Instead, fly small, lightly armed groups 
of soldiers quickly to any spot on the globe 
threatened with a “brushfire”’ outbreak. 
Then follow them up with support from the 
sea, augmented by stocks of arms and equip- 
ment previously stored overseas in prepara- 
tion for just such emergencies—as in Puerto 
Rico. 

The Army has moved to prepare two or 
three arms depots overseas, but the proposed 
plan as a whole means to its leaders just two 
things: piecemeal commitment of force and 
possible piecenieal destruction. On the other 
hand, it is firmly convinced—according to 
Gen. Lyman L. Lemnitzer, Chief of Staff— 
that “the lift of a two-division force any- 
where in the world, within a period of four 
weeks (is) a necessary, reasonable and at- 
tainable goal.” 

He has also said that in the delivery of 
troops into a hot spot the action must be 
taken: 

@ In the right sequence—landing the 
right troops with the proper equipment in 
the proper order in the objective area. 

@ At the proper rate—which means that 
our forces are delivered in the objective area 
at a sufficiently high rate to insure that we 
are not defeated in detail, or are not required 
to suffer unduly heavy losses because of lack 
of strength. . 

That seems clear enough. Still, as sub- 
committee chairman L. Mendel Rivers has 
pointed out, the fact remains that we don’t 
“have airlift enough to kick the wrinkles out 
of a prune.”

Bragg NCOs

Army Times’ publication on 2 April of a 
letter, “Pleased with Jobs Done by Top 
EM”, by M/Sgt. Pryor was long overdye. 
The author beat all of us sergeants major 
to the punch and should be praised for his 
observations and initiative in making the 
facts known. 

The contents of Sgt. Pryor’s article are 
applicable throughout this post, and credit 
for the extraordinary leadership of the top 
EM should go to our commanders here who 
are responsible for the programs presently 
in effect. This program ‘of exploiting lea- 
dership sources, heretofore untapped, 
should be put in effect at every level of 
command throughout the Army. 

The sergeants major and other non-com- 
missioned officers at Fort Bragg enjoy the 
distinction of being “enlisted command- 
ers.” As a result of this policy, the NCOs 
“have prestige” not only in the eyes of the 
enlisted men but the officers as well. 

In this connection, Lt. Gen. Robert P. 
Sink, commanding STRAC and Fort Bragg, 
sets the example. His attitude is reflected 
throughout each major command at this 
installation. The top commanders at Fort 
Bragg have re-indoctrinated their subor- 
dinates to respect, to delegate authority, 
and to solocit the recommendations and 
opinions of their “enlisted commanders” 
on those matters which pertain to train- 
ing, morale, welfare, discipline and ad- 
ministration.

HERE ARE some examples of the coun- 
cils, boards and committees on which there 
is enlisted participation: 

® Gen. Sink and principal staff officers 
confer once each month with the sergeants 
major at this post. At these “no-holds- 
barred” conferences, the commanding gen- 
eral listens to suggestions and recommen- 
dations on everything from impounding 
stray dogs to the formulation of promo- 
tion policies. Many of the recommenda- 
tions made at these meetings become regu- 
lation. 

@ Two sergeants major are members of 
the XVIII Airborne Corps and Fort Bragg 





Have ‘Place’ 


Promotion Board (E-8 & E-9) which is 
composed of five members. The sergeants 
have equal status with the officers in the 
conduct of the board proceedings and 
therefore must share the responsibilities of 
the end results. 


@ Five non-commissioned officers serve 
on the Post Exchange Advisory Council. 

@ Sergeants major serve as guest speak- 
ers at the graduation exercises of the NCO 
Academy. These ceremonies are attended 
by commanders from general officer rank 
to second lieutenant; therefore, one must 
impart his words of wisdom in a highly pro- 
fessional manner, or else. 


® The STRAC commander, or his repre- 
sentative, takes two sergeants major from 
Fort Bragg with him on off-post visits. 
The purpose is to observe other unit activi- 
ties and procedures and, upon return, to 
recommend the adoption of observed pro- 
cedures that- will result in improved 
methods of operation. :

THE IMPACT of the increased prestige 
and added responsibilities enjoyed by non- 
commissioned officers has spread - beyond 
the confines of the post into the civilian 
communities near Fort Bragg. Enlisted 
men are asked to address civic organiza- 
tions; business establishments now consult 
sergeants major and first sergeants before 
extending credit; and the Enlisted Ad- 
visory Council serves in an advisory ca- 
pacity to the local chapter of AUSA. There 
are other manifestations here of the “new 
attitude” toward the NCOs, but the items 
— herein suffice to show the 
trend. 


It is a wonderful feeling for us to be 
placed into “leadership positions” and then 
be accorded the privilege of exercising the 
prerogatives and accepting the responsi- 
bilities of a leader. Therefore, it is incum- 
bent upon us to meet this challenge, by 
exercising initiative; by keeping well in- 
formed about matters within our realm of 
consideration; by using more “foresight 
than hindsight”; by approaching each new 
situation with intelligent analysis and bas- 
ing our recommendations upon facts and 
common sense, rather than upon whim, 
fancy or fiction.

Says Schools Near 
Rucker Not Good 


FORT RUCKER, Ala.: I have 
been following with great interest 
your series ‘“How’s. Housing at 
Your Next Post?” and -would like 
to comment on the “don’t worry 
about the school situation for the 
kids” in regard to Fort Rucker. 

In the first place, Alabama 
schools are very poor in most re- 
gards. Here are just a few ways in 
which the National Education As- 
sociation ranks Alabama: 

—cost per pupil—lowest of the 
50 states; 

— people over 25 with less than 
five years schooling—ranks 45th; 

—42.6% of its selective service 
registrants disqualified by the pre- 
induction mental test last year. 
Ranks 47th; 

—average salaries of teachers 
during ’58-’59 school year—Ala- 
bama ranks 46th. 

We “just missed” having the 
schools closed now because the tax 
money in Alabama had not com 
up to expectations. 

It is true there is a new school 
in Daleville and a new high school 
in Ozark. White children from 
Fort Rucker attend these schools. 
Colored children must go to a seg- 
regated school in Ozark. But new 
buildings do not guarantee good 
teaching. The grade school in 
Ozark has hazards to safety and 
sanitary conditions which most 
Army wives would consider deplor- 
able. 

The most heart-breaking thing 
of all is the racial and religious 
bias existing here. Children can 
become very confused when the 
teachers sound off about race (not 
all of them do) and Catholic chil- 
dren are constantly put on the de- 
fensive about their religion. 

I have discussed this with other 
parents and we cannot recall that 
our children were ever “picked on” 
about religion before we came to 
Fort Rucker. Strangely enough, 
this persecution comes from other 
Army brats as well as local chil-

I visited the gallery the other afternoon to 
see the exhibition of Daumier drawings and 
bronzes, and I talked to a number of people who 
work there.

E of America’s most famous captains was 
not over five feet tall. 

Capt. Myles (Latin for soldier) Standish, never 
a member of the Pilgrim congregation, was re- 
ferred to behind his back as “Captain Shrimp.” 

A contemporary said of him—“a little chimney 
is soon fired; so it was with the Plymouth cap- 
tain, a man of very little stature, yet very hot 
and angry temper.” 

Included in the company of the Mayflower 
solely for his military know-how, Captain-General 
Standish continued to lead the. small Pilgrim 
army until his death at the age of 72. 

As America’s first professional soldier, he did 
well for himself. In addition toa small fortune 
in English pounds, he left behind three ‘iuskets, 
four carbines, two “smaller” guns;°a ~sword, ‘a 
cutlass, a worn copy of Caesar's ‘Commentaries, 
and a dog-eared volume of Barrife’s Artillery.

ANOTHER GUARD, stationed in one of the 
fumed oak galleries lined with Rembrandts (it’s 
a breathtaking place), was a friendly soul who 
Was more than happy to have somebody to talk 
to. He said people are always asking ‘him 
whether he gets tired, just standing around all 
day long. “Of course I get tired,” he said as he 
shifted his weight from one foot to the other, 
“but switching around from one gallery to another 
helps. We shift every couple of hours, like musi- 
cal chairs, so we don’t get so tired of looking at 
the same stuff all the time.” 

The stuff he referred to was a reomful of 
paintings worth several million dollars. The 
gallery has one painting that cost more than a 
million dollars, and that was the price paid dur- 
ing the Depression. It is Raphael's “Alba Ma- 
donna.” 

Another guard chatted with me near-the en- 
trance to one of the two garden courts.

Who Keeps Track 
Of Satellites 
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IVE YEARS ago the big problem was how to 

get an artificial satellite into an orbit. Now 

the big problem is to tell where they are and as 
time goes on, which is which. 

As long as a satellite is actively sending infor- 
mation it is easy to tell which one it is, of course, 
However, things become difficult after the satellite 
has “died” as far as its radio voice is concerned, 
We already have examples, the “mystery satel- 
lite’. which made headlines early this year turned 
out to be just a run-away upper stage Agena rocket 
which had been temporarily “lost.” 

And, of course, Russia’s Metchta and our 
Pioneer IV, both of which are in orbits around the 
sun, should be considered “lost” too. Nobody can 
tell precisely where they are now. Astronomers 
will be able to give some general figures, but there 
are no recent observations. 

Keeping track of those in orbit around the 
earth is the special job of a widely-dispersed 
chain of stations in the western hemisphere 
which runs from Edmonton, Alberta, in Canada 
to San Carlos de Bariloche in Argentina. 

Actually more than one tracking chain is in- 
volved. The satellite has to get into orbit first. 
If it is fired from Cape Canaveral, as is the rule, 
the tracking chain of the Atlantic Missile Range 
follows its slanting ascent through the atmosphere. 

a * om 

THE FIRST STATION of that chain is Cape 
Canaveral itself and the next one is Jupiter Inlet 
in Florida. Then come the Bahama Islands, Grand 
Bahama, Great Abaco, Eleuthera and Cat Island. 
After that San Salvador and Caicos take over. 
Puerto Rico is next. Then there are a few tracking 
vessels at sea. The end of the Atlantic Missile 
Range chain is Ascension Island. 

Naturally it is not necessary to fire directly 
over this line, for as long as these tracking sta- 
tions have the rocket above the horizon they can 
tell what is going on. 

Over Ascension Island the satellite is not yet 
actually in orbit but it is well on its way. After 
that there follows a somewhat nervous waiting 
period because from then on there isn’t much 
underneath the satellite except water. The key 
question is “has California reported yet?” be-

NORTHERNMOST station of the AFMDC chain 
is at Edmonton, under 54 degrees of northern lati- 
tude. Vancouver is the next one, followed by three 
stations in the United States, Laramie, Wyoming, 
Albuquerque, N.M., and Alamogordo, N.M. Then 
there are two in Mexico, at Monterrey and at Pueb- 
la. Virtually every one of these stations has 
some (and sometimes close) connectiens with a 
local college or university. 

The next station to the south is already south 
of the equator — Talara in Peru. The trackers 
would have liked to have one in Ecuador but, to 
everybody’s surprise, no spot which fulfilled all 
the other conditions and had a perfect climate at 
the same time could be found. Then comes a sta- 
tion in Chosica, Chile; there is one in Huancayo 
to the east of Chosica. Then Antofagasta and San 
Juan, La Plata and finally San Carlos de Bariloche, 
in southern Argentina, under 41 degrees of 
southern latitude. 

Of course this ends the story only temporarily. 
It would be fine if there were an equivalent far 
eastern chain, beginning in Hokkaido (northern 
Japan) and running via the main Japanese islands 
and the Philippines to eastern and southern Aus- 
tralia with an Antarctic station tied in. In time 
there will be such a chain and then no sattelite 
need ever be “lost” again. 


In the publications room, several nubile girls 
were selling color reproductions of the gallery’s 
paintings for as little as 25 cents. I was wrong 
when I guessed the name of the most popular 
painting in the National Gallery of Art. I thought 
it was Renoir’s “Girl With a Watering Can.” 

“It used to be,” one of the girls said, “but

er.”. Dali’s picture is particularly popular with 
tourists, but not very popular among the art 
connoisseurs. 

“There are certain people,” one girl said, 
“who I can spot every time. Before they even 
tell me what they want, I know they want that 
Dali picture. Personally, I think it’s sacrilegious.” 

That girl must be quite perceptive. The gal- 
lery has 27,000 pieces of art, and copies of many 
of them are for sale. Hundreds of color slides 
are available, too, at 35 cents apiece. I can vouch 
for the fact that the National Gallery’s slides are 
of considerably better quality than those sold at 
some of the best museums in Europe.

BEFORE LEAVING the gallery, I took anoth- 
er look at the spotlighted, incredibly beautiful 
statue of Mercury, perched atop the huge foun- 
tain in the rotunda. It was sculptured about 
400 years ago by a Florentine named Bologna. 
Around the fountain, visitors from all over the 
world were admiring Mercury's flawless beauty. 

I thought of the half million square feet of 
galleries, housing some of the most beautiful 
objects ever created by man; and I thought of the 
relative obscurity of the National Gallery of Art 
among the millions of people who visit Washing- 
ton every year. 

So that’s why I wrote this column. HE you 
don’t visit the National Gallery of Art the next 
time you come to Washington, you’re depriving 
yourself of a grand experience. And it’s all free.

SOME OF these pictures show 
the surface of the earth below 
the cloud cover.

THE USSR is incapable of 
operating a sea-based deterrent 
force on any such scale as we 
can, because of the geographical 
disadvantage of limited access 
to the sea—about which nothing 


where detail is sufficiently sharp 
and continuous to detect such 
comparatively small objects as 
missile bases is merely a mat- 
ter of technical detail, time and 
patience. 

The name of this satellite proj- 
ect is Samos. It used to be 
Sentry, but this name was aban- 
doned, possibly as being too 
provocative. 

As. Mr. K. looks ahead to 
what he had hoped would be the 
years of the missile-gap—mean- 
ing of decisive Soviet superior- 
ity in the delivery of nuclear 
weapons—he now foresees not 
only a rising degree of invul-

THE PROGRAM calls for de- 
tailed studies to begin this year 
on technical problems associated 
with the development of deep pene- 
tration surveillance aircraft and 
transport aircraft for use within 
the battle area. The board decided 
that the state of the aeronautical 
and electronic: arts must be ad- 
vanced beyond present levels . be- 
fore development of new surveil- 
lance and transport aircraft starts. 

Two different designs for the 
new light observation helicopter 
will be picked for development 
as a result of the industry com- 
petition. Testing of the two de- 
signs is expected to be held in 
1963 and will provide the basis 
for selecting the final design to 
be produced and procured.

Japan Depot Eases a Headach 


ZAMA, Japan. — With the end 
of World War II, Uncle Sam dis- 
covered a multi-million ton head- 
ache which neither aspirin or tran- 
quilizers could relieve. 

Surplus property, in many loca- 
tions and with vast ramifications, 
was the glaring problem. 

Excess OD shirts and trousers 
were the least of the leftovers. Mil- 
lions of tons of equipment became 
excess overnight to rapidly de- 
mobilizing allied forces. Veritable 
graveyards sprang up for inactive 
vehicles, spare parts, tractors, bull- 
dozers, communications equipment 
and weapons of various types. 

Spread out over thousands of 
miles of hastily-developed storage 
areas on Okinawa, Korea, Japan, 
and other Pacific locations, the 

surplus material problem became 
one of the Army’s major post-con- 
flict headaches. 
* * * 

AT THIS significant time, with 
Army combat forces also in the 
snow-balling process of demobiliza- 
tion, American industry was filling 
backlogged orders for civilian-type 
consumer merchandise. 

Return of the war-time surplus 
equipment became secondary, with 
private industry challenging its re- 
turn in fear it would lend an ele- 
ment of government competition 
to its newly established outlets. 

Popular belief developed that 
Uncle Sam had literally dropped 
the surplus equipment in the Pacif- 
ic Ocean. Actually, teams of supply 
experts were already engaged in 
moving the packaged equipment to 
such locations as Japan and 
Okinawa for further shipment when 
necessary. Most of these crates and 
boxes were stored in the open and 
subject to the mercy of the ele- 
ments. 

Eventually, all of these supplies 
were shipped to Japan but with 
the lapse of time and weather 
conditions, markings had »lost 
their identity and the contents of 
thousands of boxes became un- 
known.

COMMANDED by Col. J. Paul 
Lawther, a veteran of over 30 years 
Army and civilian supply service, 
the depot, staffed by 15 officers 
and 300 Department of the Army 
civilians, who supervise the efforts 
of some 11,000 Japanese employees, 
performs the. dollar-saving job of 
providing this military assistance. 

One of the major jobs under Col. 
‘Lawther has been to re-position 
stocks and to clarify by name and 
location the thousands of pieces of 
equipment at the depot. The 
classification of large and small 
parts has taken approximately 20 
months. 

A work force of 427 Japanese 
has been engaged in opening 
each crate and identifying the 
contents according to condition, 
stock number and quantity. 

Each items was then relocated in 
a warehouse at the depot and listed 

on the appropriate IBM locator 
card. 

Col. Lawther said, “This re-posi- 
tioning and identification of the 
formerly unknowin supplies has 
saved untold dollars and has help- 
ed to cut the time differential from 
the time that orders are received 
from the customers and the date 
that the supplies are shipped.” 

NOW the depot is busily en- 
gaged in supplying rebuilt and new 
equipment as well as other supplies 
to meet U.S. commitments in the 
| Military Assistance Program. Some 
| Of the nations to which this equip- 
iment is shipped include Japan, 
| Korea, Taiwan, Philippines, Viet- 
jnam and Thailand. 

Under three major technical serv- 
lice divisions of Ordnance, Signal 
jand Engineer, the depot, in addi- 
{tion to purchasing new vehicles, 
will rebuild old vehicles, parts and 
major assembly work, catalog, store 
and issue supplies, perform con- 








tractual services and maintenance. | 


New vehicles for the program 


have been built by private contrac- 
tors in the Nagoya area through 
the Mitsubishi, Toyota, Nissan and 
Isuzu companies. are 
assigned by the depot to the Nagoya 
area to supervise testing and give 
final approval of inspection for all 
vehicles shipped to MAP countries. 
A program to procure some 50,000 
of these vehicles is now half com- 
pleted. 

Major assemblies, such as dif- 
ferentials, transmissions and axle 
assemblies are provided to the cus- 
tomer, as the MAP nations are 
known. The smallest gauge spring 
and the largest generator receive 
special treatment when requisi- 
tioned by “customer” nations. The 
rehabilitation of major assemblies 
will cost $3% million this year. 
Since October 1956,° 77,250 major 
assemblies have been rebuilt at. a 
cost of $5,252,000. The acquisition 
value of these same assemblies 
would have been $23,897,000 for 
an. overall saving of $18,645,000. 

The depot’s Signal Division stocks 
19,600 different pieces of equip- 
ment for MAP customers in support 
of thousands of radios, phones, and 
communication items in customer 
use. 

Similarly, the Engineer Division 
stocks 37,327 items including repair 
parts for heavy road graders; buil- 
dozers, compressors and generators. 

Parts are now readily spotted in 
the 600-acre depot compound by 
use of IBM cards.

High Speed Magnetic Tape 
Cuts Signal Inventory Time 


WASHINGTON. — A significant 
advance in Army data communica- 
tions has reduced a job which once 
took 13 hours down to about one 
hour. 

The time-saver is a high-speed 
magnetic tape transmission system 
operating over standard telephone 
voice-type circuits. The new sys- 
tem, currently the fastest in the 
world for exchange of data be- 
tween electronic computer centers, 
was developed for the Army by 
Collins Radio Company of Bur-

centers of the Army Signal Supply 
Agency at Philadelphia and the 
Lexington, Ky., Signal Depot, in- 
stallations ‘which are 500 miles 
apart.

WASHINGTON—tThe House passed the bill to put a two- 
ear ban on selling to Defense by retired officers

efore final passage, the bill’s sponsors beat down a series’ 
of amendments designed to stiffen the measure. 


The bill as finally passed was the 
so-called Kilday version that pro- 
vides court-martial for officers who 
violate the two-year post retirement 
ban against selling or “aiding or as- 
sisting in selling” anything to De- 
fense. 

Officers who engage in such sefl- 
ing would lose a full two years re- 
tired pay. The bill also requires 
enrollment of all retired officers 
working for defense contractors. 

Chief opposition came from Rep. 
F. Edward Hebert (D., La.) who 
wanted to substitute criminal 
penalties of $10,000 fine, or a year 
in jail, or both, in place of the 
court-martial provision.

HEBERT then introduced a sepa- 
rate bill providing criminal penal- 
ties for officers that was referred 
to the Judiciary committee. That 
group has jurisdiction over the 
criminal code.

If DA -would conduct a careful 
examination of the 201 records to- 
day of the present E-8s and E-9s it 
would reveal in many cases that 
the supergrades were given out un- 
fairly. . It would also reveal that 
many former officers are now hold- 
ing supergrade positions. Why has 
DA allowed. this type of promotion 
policy to exist? 

I have a suggestion: stop all pro- 
motions into the supergrades im- 
mediately. 

Take all the E-7s who had 15 
years of service completed before 
supergrades went’ into effect and 
give these: men—including the 

E-8s and E-9s— a competi- 

ve examination for the super- 

grades. The highest scores should 

then be given the supergrades, 
and world-wide. 

Eliminate the present pseudo 
promotion boards and make the 
promotions strictly from-DA on a 
point system; counting time in 
grade, time in service and a strict 
competitive examination. 

This is the only way favoritism 
| will. be eliminated when it comes 
to promotions. This is the only 
way the right people will get the 


supergrades.

Dislocation Tax Not 
Intent of Congress 


CAMP KILMER, N.J.: Enclosed 
is a copy of a decision I recently 
received from the Internal Rev- 
enue Service. This ruling states 
that dislocation allowances are in- 
cludable in gross income for in- 
come tax purposes. 

The ruling continues by stating 
that the Internal Revenue Service 
considered the expenses (new auto 
tags, abandoned household equip- 
ment, loss of deposit on rent, etc.) 
which the allowance is’ intended 
to cover, to be nondeductible per- 
sonal expenses. In short, our dis- 
location allowaices are reduced by 
20% or more, depending on the tax 
bracket of the individual. Using 
the lowest tax bracket, my disloca- 
tion allowance is not 102.60, but 
$82.08. 


How many of us are guilty of 
not paying taxes on dislocation al- 
lowances in the past? What will 
our penalty be? I do not feel it 
was the intent of Congress that we 
be taxed on our dislocation allow- 
ances. Thig is not an objective 
view, I admit.

But Veto

AMES A. CAMPBELL, president of the AFL-CIO Ameri- 
can Federation of Government Employees, led the parade 
of witnesses last week as union leaders battled to convince 


the House Post Office and Civil 
Service committee that a pay raise 
for classified employes is needed. 

The committee seems sure to 

approve some raise. 

Campbell endorsed a 12% per 
cent raise for white collar people. 
He said federal employes have 
steadily lost in purchasing power 
over the years and the government 
had not given sufficient increases 
to allow employes to keep pace 
with private industry workers. 

Government leaders have 

claimed that the lower to middle 
level of government employes— 
clerks, typist, stenographers and 
those in the grades up through 
GS-8 and GS-9—do equally well 
or better than comparable em- 
ployes in private industry. 

Campbell disputed this. He cited 
the most recent contracts in sev- 
eral big-industries, including the 
steel industry, to show that typists 
and stenographers get higher pay 
in private industry jobs than in 
government. 

Campbell said a good case can 
be made for a much higher raise 
than 12% percent but he knew 
there was no hope of getting a 
higher raise through Congress. 

. + « 


WHILE THE committee will ap- 
prove some raise, there is doubt 
that anything as high as 12% per- 
eent could get through the Con- 
gress. 

If federal employes do get a 
raise it will be something in the 
neighborhood of six to seven per- 
cent—and even that faces the 
threat of veto. 

At the pay raise rally the AFL- 
CIO Government Employees’ Coun- 
cil sponsored recently in Washing- 
ton, Rep. James Morrison, second 
ranking member of the House Post 
Office and Civil Service committee, 
predicted Congress would override 
a veto of the pay bill.

Germany Units 
Begin Drive To

FRANKFURT, Germany. — U.S. 
Army units in Germany have 
started a campaign to care for the 
neglected graves of 400 American 
children buried here. 

The graves are overgrown with 
weeds and because of a lack of 
funds German cemetery officials 
are unable to care for the graves 
properly. 

Buried in the graves are the chil- 
dren of American service families 
who have returned to the States. 

Cemetery officials have estimated 
that it would cost only $500 to put 
the graves into perfect condition 
and only about 50 cents per grave 
per week to keep the graves in good 
shape. 

After a story about the graves 
being neglected appeared in local 
papers, Army units began collec- 
tions to pay for the upkeep of the 
graves.

Americans in Foreign Jails 


WASHINGTON—A new “status 
of forces policies” anges cover- 
ing American military and civilian 
personnel who run afoul of local 
laws abroad was announced by the 
Department of Defense this week 
to set up new safeguards so that 
US. citizens won’t, according to one 
DOD official, “rot in foreign pris- 
ons,” 

The directive (5525.1) replaces 
an old order dated in 1955 and 
multi-addressee memorandums sent 
out since that time. 

DOD officials denied that the di- 
rective had anything to do with 
black market money scandals in 
Turkey or troubles between Amer- 
ican soldiers and the police of such 
allies as Germany, Japan and Ko- 
rea. 

Rather, it was said, the instruc- 
tions were issued to bring up to 
date old regulations and strength-

WASHINGTON — Army majors 
were up for nearly 2000 temporary 
promotions to lieutenant colonel 
this week as a selection board 
started meeting in Washington to 
recommend officers for upgrading 
to silver leaves.

Army Times has learned that, 
between 1 Dec. 1958 and 30 Nov. 
1959, 12,909 Americans were tried 
by foreign courts. Of this number 
about 100 were sentenced to prison 
terms. By far the greatest number 
of offenses subject to foreign juris- 
diction were traffic cases (8050) 
but there were 1419 disorderly con- 
duct and drunkeness cases, 354 
robbery and larceny cases, 105 
manslaughter and negligent homi- 
cide cases, 45 rape cases and three 
murders. 

Of this number, 3327 involved 
Army personnel. Of the latter, 28 
were given unsuspended sentences 
to confinement or, in other words, 
committed to a foreign jail. A few 
are serving terms up to three 
years in jail.

There are 38,900 retired under 
the CCA who would get no raise 
from the bill. They got a six per- 
cent raise in 1958. 

There are another 45,000 retired 
under a 1942 law who get no in- 
crease under the bill. Included in 
this group are 41,300 officers and 
4300 enlisted men; most of these 
are disability retirees. 

It was brought out that retired 
cost for fiscal 1961 is estimated at 
$775 million and would got to $3 
billion by 1980 if present pay scales 
are unchanged. Finucane said that 
if a six percent raise is provided 
every four years retired pay costs 
will hit $4.8 billion by 1983.

UNTIL NOW it has taken a 
three-man team working with 80 
pounds of plotting equipment about 
10 minutes to put a gun on target. 

Webster’s device enables one 
man to do the job in less than a 
minute on a computer no larger 
or heavier than a kitchen bread 
board. 

The 26th Division officer says 
the invention literally came to 
him in a flash. Three years 
ago, while a master sergeant, he 
was teaching the fundamentals 
of fire-direction control to a 
group of enlisted men at the 
Commonwealth Armory in Bos- 
ton and felt the need for a sim- 
plified training aid. 

His search prompted him to re- 
think many. of the standard gun- 
nery practices usually taken for 
granted. The result was a true 
“breakthrough” in the field. 


“Perhaps the best part of the 
Minuteman” is that it is based en- 
tirely on techniques familiar to 
every fire direction officer,” Web- 
ster says. “Any trained man can 
learn to work the new device in 
minutes.” 

After building a 15 x 26inch 
model of his computing board, he 
tried it out at the Camp Drum, 
N.Y. summer training site of the 
Yankee Division. His shots were 
remarkably accurate. He even 
scored a “tour-deforce” by piping 
back exact firing commands to 
the commands to the gun from the 
forward observer post itself, a 
foxhole on the exposed side of a 
hill.

It’s Time for Politics 4 


Political Primer 


POLITICS, 1960, edited by F. 
M. Carney and H. F. Way Jr. 
Wadsworth Publishing Co., San 
Francisco, $3.95.

VERY four years we get Feb. 29th, 

leap year, a Presidential campaign and 
a book on politics by just about every 
hack who owns a typewriter. The volumes 
fly off the presses like chaff out of a 
threshing machine and chaff is a good 
description for most of them. 

A lively if not always too penetrating 
exception is “Politics 1960,” a collection 
of writings that attempt to explain both 
the political process—the process of nom- 
ination and election—and the main issues 
of the campaign. For those who worry 
about such things, the editors (one’s a 
Democrat, the other a Republican) have 
gone out of their way to try to present 
the issues objectively. 

The volume is a wonderful introduction 
for one who wants to learn a little more 
about the political situation without hav- 
ing to plow through ‘a maze of charts, 
graphs and tables or having to sift the 
truth from ameng an author’s prejudices 
and preferences. 

* - + 

THE SECTIONS on the roles of the 
political parties and the emergence of 
the candidates are particularly good: There 
is knowledge and enjoyable reading in 
such as James MacGregor Burns’ “The 
Case for the Smoke-filled Room”, William 
Carleton’s “The Revolution in the Presi- 
dential Nominating Convention”, and Sid- 
ney Hyman’s “Nine Tests for the Presi- 
dential Hopeful”. 

The book is particularly helpful in 
pointing out recent changes and future 
trends in the election process. The one 
reservation I have to this section is that 
there could be more use of stories of past 


conventions and campaigns. The most 
delightful reading in the book is Mark 
Sullivan’s wonderful article on the nom- 
ination of Warren Gamaliel Harding. 
Harding’s manager predicted, eight 


months ahead of time, that about 2:11 a.m. 
on the last night of the convention, some 
15 men would sit down in a smoke-filled 
room and arrive at a compromise named 
Harding. (He was 11 minutes off in the 
timing; exactly right on the number of 
men.) More of these historical examples 
would have enriched the book; some of 
Mencken’s splendid convention pieces, for 
example, would fit ideally here. 
* « * 


IN DISCUSSING the issues the editors 
rely a bit too much on Presidential mes- 
Sages, senatorial speeches and committee 
hearing transcripts. In such a brief sur- 
vey the issue could have been put more 
cogently in a single, well-rounded article. 
It might even have been better to com- 
mission a few rather than using only 
reprints. What is presented, however, is 
stimulating reading and the section on 
Labor, Business and the Public is partic- 
ularly good. There could have been more 
space devoted to what is really the heart 
and soul issue of 1960, the issue articu- 
lated so brilliantly by Walter Lippman— 
namely, how much of our gross national 
product should be devoted to public pur- 
poses? In the answer to this question is 
the answer to the problems of defense 
spending, foreign aid, schools, highways 
and public health needs and the sup- 
posedly inviolate dogmas of a balanced 
budget. 

Presumably,’ one of the reasons the 
issue isn’t more fully discussed in the 
book is simply that the volume went to 
press before Lippman brought out most 
of the facts. 

But faults aside, this book is enjoyable 
reading and what’s more important, you 
will probably be a more intelligent voter 
when you've finished. 


Hero Making 


THE PEOPLE’S CHOICE, by

EFORE you read any of the new crop 

of campaign biographies, spend a few 
hours with this delightful study of more 
than a hundred of them. This report on 
the quadrennial outpouring of propaganda 
shows that the substance of campaign biog- 
raphies hasn't changed very much in the 
past 150 years. 

All candidates, for example, are shown 
to have impeccable ancestors, preferably 
established in the Colonies in time to 
have had at least one of them fight the 
Revolution. And the author adds: 

“|... it is passing strange that the 
nautical wonder of infinite capacity, the 
Mayflower, should have to put out to sea 
with the ancestors of only two presiden- 
tial candidates—(Samuel) Tilden and 
Franklin Roosevelt.” 

All candidates also must have had nice 
gray-haired mothers and strong, upright 
fathers. The author says the fathers of 
John Quincy Adams and Calvin Coolidge 
are practically interchangeable, although 
in the more recent biographies the dads 
have become more chummy with their 


sons. 
* * » 


IN ALL of the more than 100 biogra- 


phies studied by Brown, the subject was 
a bright lad but not a grind. The carlier 
books depicted the young candida‘es as 
sickeningly virtuous, although lzetely they 
appear more human. 

Whenever possible, the candid tes have 
been given brave war record usually 
leading their men in the thick o’ the fight. 
Sometimes the campaign biogra” 1ers have 
had to stretch a point. James !'. Cox, the 
Democrat who ran in 1920, h- { no mili- 
tary record, but if he had, his »iographer 
wrote, he would have been the rough and 
ready Teddy Roosevelt type. 

If the candidate was a ry ofessional 
military man, the biograpkcr usually 
tries to take some of the cu ‘se off him 
by pointing out that Geor; : Washing- 
ton was_a professional. 

Candidates also have to be described as 
horny-handed tillers of the soil. The biog- 
rapher of Calvin Coolidge tried to make 
his man more impressive by claiming 
Silent Cal could get an exceptional amount 
of sap out of a maple tree. Biographers 
had a hard time figuring out how to make 
Franklin D. Roosevelt a farmer, but one of 
them did it by having the Squire of Hyde 
Park born in “the old family house on 
the ancestral farm.” 

Calvin Coolidge made it extremely easy 
on his biographer. He was lucky enough 
to have been born on the Fourth of July, 
and he had just the right amount (a dash) 
of Indian blood. 

“The People’s Choice” provides an ex- 
cellent background to the current crop of 
idol manufacturers.

"THE great temptation in reading this 

hook is to turn over to the last chapter 

and read about the ordeal of Gov. Sherman 
Adams. For that New Hampshire man 
wielded more power during six years of 
.President Eisenhower’s administration 
than any of the other men who have been 
“stand-ins” for our Chief Executives, clear 
back to George Washington. Adams 
played, until the rather stupid Goldfine 
seandal broke him and sent him into 
retirement, the hydra-headed role of buff- 
er, public whipping boy, . ringmaster, 
hatchet man; job. giver, bouncer, profes- 
sional fall guy, housekeeper and confi- 
dante of President Eisenhower. 

At one time Adams’ passion for shield- 
ing the President from all but the agree- 
able duties had become so strong that 
Adm. Arthur Radford, retiring Chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, advised 
Gen. Nathan Twining to decline that 
post unless Twining could get the Pres- 
ident’s assurance that he could have 
access to the Chief Executive without 
having to lobby the matter through 
Sherman Adams. Gen. Twining took 
the highest military post, and until the 
sudden political demise of Gov. Adams, 
he had to talk his way by Sherman 
Adams before he could see the Presi- 
dent on even the most pressing matters 
concerning the defense of America. 

But Sherman Adams was the only one 
of many men who have, in one way or 
another, taken over many, if not most, of 
the duties of the President. 

President Georg Washington Jeaned 
heavily on the brilliant Alexander Ham- 
ilton. Most of Washington’s important 
public statements were written by the New 
Yorker who held the portfolio of Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. 

Nor did Hamilton’s influence over the 
first President end with his ghost writing 
assignments, or even with the fiscal mat- 
ters of the young Republic. His influence 
over the aging Washington was. enormous. 
Some considered Hamilton a good in- 
fluence on the government, others regard- 
ed his as a dangerous meddler in matters, 
far removed his duties in the Cabinet. He 
was a bit of both.

BETWEEN Alexander Hamilton and 
Sherman Adams other men held, or at 
least shared, the power behind the 
“throne”. Five others are profiled with 
much skill by Dr. Koenig in this absorb- 
ing book. These are Martin Van Buren, 
a real slicker of a politician who served 
Andrew Jackson so well “Old Hickory” 
passed his mantle on to him; William Loeb 
Jr., whom Teddy Roosevelt called “The 
Perfect Stenographer,” was far more than 
just that during Roosevelt’s tenure in the 
Governor’s Mansion in Albany and in the 
White House; and the ill-starred Col. 
Edward M. House, who was Woodrow Wil- 
son’s other self until the Texas colonel 
began making policy without bothering 
to inform his testy boss about what he 
had done, or why; then there was Thomas 
G. (Tommy the Cork) Corcoran, possibly 
the ablest and most upright of all the 
shadow Presidents, who served FDR in the 
earlier days of the New Deal, who is 
still a man of power and influence in 
Washington; and the chronically sick 
Harry Hopkins, son of an’ Iowa harness 
maker, dedicated social reformer, who 
moved into the Lincoln: bedroom in the 
White House just prior to World War II,. 
and remained closer than anybody else to 
FDR until the President died.

Then came Eisenhower and in moved 
Sherman Adams, the latest and perhaps 
the last, of the shadow Presidents who 
have had much to do with making or 
breaking the reputations of the men who 
were elected to the highest office in our 
country.

Nothing 
else was needed for a good sacri- 
fice bid 

South barged into the auction 
with a bid of five diamonds, 
got doubled, and made the con- 
tract. There wasn’t much to the 
play. East wouldn’t have doubled 
if void of diamonds, so South 
easily guessed the diamond po 
sition. The ace of clubs was in 
favorable position, so Harmon 
lost only one club and one spade. 

Maybe this will teach East and 
West to give the opponents less 
information next time they make 
a slam try.

FORT SHAFTER, Hawaii—Sales 
of supplies and service by the U.S. 
Army Pacific Quartermaster during 
fiscal year 1959 totaled more than 
$800 million, putting the organi- 
zation. on a business level with 
such nationwide firms as Sears & 
Roebuck and Standard Oil, the 
Quartermaster Officers Wives Club 
at Fort Shafter was told recently. 

Brig. General Thomas B. Evans, 
USARPAC Quartermaster, spoke to 
the group’ on the subject of their 
husbands’ ‘jobs. 

The general said the Pacific 
Quartermaster operation feeds as 
many people as the total population 
of the city of Richmond, Va., 
operates wholesale warehouses and 
retail stores, and buys food from 
such widespread markets as Aus- 
tralia, Korea, Japan and Hawaii. 

“Another part of your husband’s 
job,” he said, “involves supplying 
clothing, barracks furniture, hel- 
mets for tank drivers and. some 
30,000 other items the Army needs 
in peace and war.” 

* * v 

AS WITH FOOD, the Pacific 
Army Quartermaster provides (uel 
for the many operations of all the 
military ~services. To keep the 
tanks, planes and ships running 
during the year, it delivered almost 
25 million barrels of petroleum, or 
enough to supply the civilian econ- 
omy of Hawaii for the next three 
years, 

“But the jeb doesn’t end with 
supply,” the general said. “We 
must also find a buyer for équip- 
ment that becomes worn out and 
no longer usable, Last year we 
realized more than. $19 million by 
disposal sales of unusable equip- 
ment,” 

In addition to the vast supply 
job, the Quartermaster also runs 





repair facilities, commissaries, 
laundry plants, mortuaries and 
other installations.

To Teach Its 


FORT ORD, Calif—Ask any 
soldier what he wants from his 
food and nine times out of ten 
he'll answer, “Tasty preparation 
and variety.” 

Tasty preparation and variety 
keynote the program of the small 
quantity bakery at the 4th Bri- 
gade’s food service course. There 
novice bakers are taught the intri- 
cacies and mysteries involved in 
the preparation of pies, various 
dinner and cinnamon rolls, cakes, 
and jelly rolls. 

The small quantity bakery oper- 
ates on the assumption that the 
student cooks have never before 
had the opportunity to do any bak- 
ing. In most cases this is true. 

Through large mirrors the stu- 
dents view each step in the prepa- 
ration of various baking recipes by 
the experienced bakers who act as 
the course instructors. Following 
actual baking demonstrations the 
beginning bakers are allowed to try 
their own culinary prowess in the 
ovens. After the student baking 
sessions group discussions are held 
so that individuals may improve 
their techniques. 

A simple experiment which 
demonstrates the action of a 
leavening agent is presented to 
each class of baking tyros. Warm 
water, sugar, and yeast are placed 
in a small bottle and a balloon 
used to cap the open end. Within 
a few minutes the balloon begins 
to inflate as fermentation in the 
mixture releases carbon dioxide, 
thus illustrating to the students, 
what occurs in the basic. dough. 

The importance of cleanliness 
and safety is continually empha- 
sized in the bakery. Somewhere 
along the line the student bakers 
come to the realization of what

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Army Transfers Last 
Pipelines to Canada 


FORT RICHARDSON, Alaska—lIn a brief “hands across 
the border” ceremony at Whitehorse, Yukon Territory, on 
31 March the last 570 miles of American built Canol Pipelines 


were turned over to Canada by 
representatives of the U.S. Army. 

Purchase of the lines, Canol num- 
ber 3 and 4, and storage facilities 
by Canada completed the transi- 
tion of the system from American 
to Canadian ownership. 

Included in the transfer were the 
2-inch thread-type steel line (Canol 
3) between Carcross and Watson 
Lake in Yukon Territory, and the 
3-inch welded steel line of Canol 
4, along the Alaska highway be- 
tween Whitehorse and the Alaska 
boundry. 

‘The transfer ceremony was held 
in the office of Yukon Territory 
Commissioner F. H. Collins, at 
Whitehorse, who represented Can- 
ada during the ceremony. 

Traveling from U.S. Army, Alas- 
ka Headquarters at Fort Richard- 
son, near Anchorage, Alaska for 
the ceremony were Col. J. B. 
Baker, Army Alaska Quartermaster, 
and Col. W. C. Gribble, Jr., Alaska 
Army District Engineer. They act- 
ed in behalf of Department of the 
Army and Maj. Gen. J. H. Michaelis, 
USARAL commander.

THE CANOL PIPELINE system 
and storage facilities were built in 
the Yukon Territory of Canada 
during World War II by US. forces, 
to supply fuel to military opera- 
tions in the Pacific area. The lines 
are surface laid, constructed under 
joint direction of the U.S. Army 








Corps of Engineers and Canada’s 
Public Roads Administration. 

Source of oil was at Norman 
Wells in the Northwest Territories, 
but the main line through the 
Mackenzie Mountains was dis- 
mantled in 1947 because of the 
high cost of operation. 

In March 1958 the terminal at 
Skagway and the 4-inch pipeline 
from there to the Canadian border 
were sold to the White Pass and 
Yukon Railroad. 

On 1 April, 1958, the Canadian 
government accepted the 4-inch 
line from Whitehorse to the border, 
and the White Pass and Yukon 
Railroad leased part of the terminal 
facilities in the territorial capital. 

The remaining facilities at White- 
horse, including the 3-inch line 
from there to Junction Pump Sta- 
tion (Mile Post 1026) were leased 
to Alaska-Yukon Distributors, Ltd. 
Transfer of Canol lines number 3 
and 4 completed the cycle, and end- 
ed American ownership of the 
Canol System in Canada. 

The facilities were inspected and 
approved by a joint American- 
Canadian team of experts, and a 
price agreed upon between the two 
governments. The purchase price 
was paid in Washington, D.C.; 
transfer documents were ex- 
changed at Whitehorse, Yukon Ter- 
ritory; and the Canol Pipeline 
System became Canadian property.

YUKON COMMAND HEAD- 
QUARTERS, Alaska — Through 


wild and desolate terrain, using 
existing trails or breaking their 
own, 28 sunburned and weary men 
from D Co., Ist BG, 9th Inf, ar- 
rived at McGrath 29 March after 
a 140-mile ski trek from Lake Min- 
chumina in Central Alaska on long 
range patrol “Ski Pole.” 

For 14 days, the men of the 
“Manchu” Inf., led by Ist Lt. James 
H. Anderson, slogged cross country 
on skis and snowshoes to reach this 
point 250 miles southwest of Fair- 
banks. 

Two dog teams from the Army’s 
Yukon Command carried the equip- 
ment of the patrol. Driven by Sgt. 
Jim Smith and PFC Gary Atwood, 
the two teams packed 400 pounds 
of gear apiece.

Flying over the terrain enroute 
to McGrath to meet the patrol, a 
vast panorama of desolation spread 
the length of the route. Traveling 
eight to 12 miles a day, the patrol 
moved through the foothills of the 
rugged Kuskokwim Mountains and 
through winding river valleys over 
a frozen land dotted with hundreds 
of small lakes. Frozen and barren 
in the winter, the land is swampy 
and virtually impassable in sum- 
mer. 

The overland trek was made to 
test the men of the 9th Inf. on 
their ability to make long move- 
ments through Alaska’s interior 
and for reconnaissance of the area 
and the few villages that lay along 
the route. 

“The cold was no problem, we 
had beautiful weather,” said Lt.

Employers Urged to Grant 
Reservists Training Leave 


WASHINGTON.—The Army is 
urging employer coooperation in 
getting maximum attendance of 
Army Reservists and National 
Guardsmen at camp this summer 
by appealing to them to not count 
military leave against vacation 
time. 

Army officials note that employ- 
ers are required under federal 
statutes to give 15 days annual 
military leave to members of the 
ready reserve components, but the 
law doesn’t restrict firms taking it 
off an employee’s vacation time. 

Military leave is not mandatory 
for enlisted and officer members 
of the inactive reserves who are 
on standby status and can only 
be called to active duty in case of 
an all-out national emergency. 

Many of the country’s larger 
firms, state and city governments 
allow reservists both military 
leave with pay and annual vaca- 
tion too. 

The Council of State Govern- 
ments, in a spot check of informa- 
tion on file, reports that the fol- 
lowing state governments allow 
military leave with pay: Kansas, 
Louisiana, Nevada, Alabama and 
Rhode Island. The latter two al- 
low employees 21 days with pay. 

A check of city governments 
show that Stockton and San Fran- 
ciseo provide leave with pay; Kan- 
sas City, Mo., requires either that 
regular vacation be used or that 
leave without pay be taken; and 
Miami, Fla., pays the difference 
between regular pay and compen- 
sation received for the period of 
training. 

The Council pointed out this list- 
ing was not all inclusive, that 
many other States and city: gov- 





ernment have liberal 


leave policies. 

Lt. Gen. William H. Arnold, 
Fifth Army CG, said “wholeheart- 
ed employer support can assure 
the success of the 1960 summer 
training period.” 

He emphasized the importance 
of employers taking into consider- 
ation the mandatory active duty 
for training obligation in formu- 
lating their time-off schedules for 
the coming season.

Ingredients: Ice, Pict 


FORT SHAFTER, Hawaii 
—An ice pick, a mallet and a 
saw are all the tools needed 
to carve an ordinary block of 
ice into a striking conversation 
piece for any type of party or 
get-together, as was demonstrated 
recently at Fort DeRussy, Hawaii 
by Mrs. John L. Ryan Jr., wife of 
Maj. Gen. Ryan Jr. 

In her first attempt at ice carv- 
ing, Mrs. Ryan transformed a 300- 
pound block of ice into a graceful 
flower basket and filled it with a 
bouquet of roses, in less than an 
hour. 

SFC George Olsavsky, Mess Stew- 
ard at the Officers Open Mess, 
showed Mrs. Ryan how to go about 
doing it. A prize winning ice carv- 
er himself, he claimed he could 
show anyone how it was done in 
omg a few minutes, and he proved 

is point.

OLSAVSKY recommends a four 
or six-pronged ice pick because 
the single pronged type tends to 
split the block. If you don’t mind 
getting wet from the chips, he says, 
you can do it “as you are.” If you 
want to stay warm and dry, a rain- 
coat and pair of rubber gloves are 
handy. 

Those who have a natural bent 
for sculpture can just take the 
pick and hammer and start chop- 
ping away, but for the novice with 
no experience in any kind of carv- 
ing, Olsavsky outlines a simple and 
almost foocl-proof step by step 
method.

FIRST, cut out a cardboard pat- 
tern of the profile of whatever the 
design is to be—anything from a 
flower basket to a ship, a cham- 
pagne bucket or a Santa Claus. 

Next, place the pattern against 
the flat side of the block and trace 
the outline of it with the pick. 

Throw away the pattern, and 
with the saw (just an ordinary 
work saw) cut away the big chunks 
to get the block down to a shape 
somewhat resembling the outline. 

Then take the pick and hammer 
and began chipping away in more 
detail. 

The sergeant guarantees that by 
the time you stand back to look 
at your work ‘you will have some- 
thing to admire.

SINCE ice has a tendency to re- 
vert to its natural state, it is not 
recommended that the artistic en- 
deavor be undertaken in bright 
sunlight. Almost any other place, 
indoors or out, will do as long as 
it is shaded.

The Army explained that the new 


detector — developed by Hughes 
Aircraft Co. under a $100,000 con- 
tract-—is not entirely new. Other 
masers have been built and used 
for the same purposes. But the 
new model is said to be superior 
to the rest, particularly because it 
is the first maser small enough to 
be used by troops in the field. 

The word “maser” comes from 
the scientific phrase describing the 
detector’s use: microwave ampli- 
fication by stimulated emission of 
radiation. The new device is called 
a ruby maser because a synthetic 
ruby is used as its core.

CAMDEN, N.J.—Advanced multi- 
purpose test equipment that will 
automatically check out the com- 
ponents of current Army missile 
systems has been successfully 
demonstrated by Radio Corporation 
of America to Army officials. 

In the demonstration, the equip- 
ment checked out a “black box” 
subsystem of the Hawk missile, 
containing 115 components and 
17 electron tubes, in five minutes, 
according to I. K. Kessler, general 
manager of the RCA Airborne Sys- 
tems Division. 

* * 

THIS COMPARES with 240 min- 
utes for a manual check of the 
same equipment, he said. When a 
fault was-introduced into the sys- 
tem, the equipment was able to 
isolate the faulty component in an- 
other two and one-half minutes. 

Units of the Lacrosse and Cor- 
poral missile systems were also suc- 
cessfully checked as part of the 
demonstration, Kessler said. In 
addition, the equipment is design- 
ed to check out the Nike Ajax and 
Nike Hercules systems. 
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Outgrowth of a series of Army 
Ordnance contracts, the equip- 
ment can be applied to all new 
missile systems, an RCA official 
says. “Specially designed equip- 
ment is now required to test each 
major missile system,” Kessler 
said. 

“We estimate that 80 percent of 
the new RCA multi-purpose test 
equipment is applicable to all mis- 
siles, requiring only a 20 percent 
change for each type.” 

Although the system shown to 
the Army was developed for mis- 
sile systems, its basic design makes 
it applicable to a high percentage 
of military electronic equipment. 

A feature of the test equipment 
is an automatic typewriter which 
spells out in “plain English” the re- 
sults of the test.
